Favored by British Buyers

ASHINGTON, June 4.—Man- 
ufacture of automotive prod- 

ucts in Great Britain has pro- 

gressed to a point where it ranks 
first among the engineering in- 
dustries in the country, holding 
the same relative position as the 

American automotive industry in 

the United States, it was revealed 

today in a trade report received 
by the Department of Commerce. 

The popularity of American pas- 
senger cars has been steadily grow- 
ing in the British market, despite 
the tendency to favor the home 
product wherever possible. 

In the field of high-powered 
cars of fine appearance and per- 
performance, but selling at a rel- 
atively low price, the American 
ear stands alone. Notwithstanding 
reductions made by the British 
manufacturers of late years, they 
are still unable to compete in 
price with American six and 
eight-cylinder cars and give the

same value for the money, the re- 
port points out. 

In the horse-power 
from 16 to 40, American-made cars 
account for a large proportion of 
all the makes in Great Britain. At 
the present time there are thirty- 
two different American makes in 
the British market. The sales 
totals of a few of the most popular 
of these reach from 3,000 to 6,000 
cars annually in the low-priced 
range, and from 200 to 300 in the 
more expensive makes. 

“The attitude of the British public 
in general toward American cars is 
favorable,” the report says, “and 
the desire, which is a _ national 
chacteristic, to obtain the greatest

value for the money expended has 

created and maintained a_ good 

market for American vehicles 
“There seems little doubt that 


American manufacturers could also 
obtain a fair share of the British 
ultra-light car market should they 
ultimately decide to engage in that 
type of manufacture.” 

The remarkable rise in British 
production is shown by figures since 
1907 In that year the comhined 
output of passenger cars and trucks 
totaled only 12,000 vehicles. In 1922 
production increased to 73,000, while

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Compulsory Insurance in Congress 


HEN Congress meets again in December one of the 
first items of legislation that will come before it will 
be compulsory insurance bills. Two of these were introduced 


at the recent session, both by representatives from Mas- 
sachusetts. which has been struggling with a law of this 
kind for the past year. Representative Treadwell has an- 


nounced that he will press consideration of his bill at the 
December session and as unfinished business the measure 
will receive early rating. 

Of course any such law which may be passed will apply 


only to the District of Columbia. Congress has no right to 
inflict the various states with police regulations of this 
kind. But the prestige which would accrue to compulsory 


insurance statutes by adoption by the District of Columbia 
would start state legislators in various states to pressing 
similar laws in their legislative bodies. State legislators 
look with favor on these laws because they open the way to 
almost unlimited graft. Compulsory insurance in a 
majority of the states might easily create a profit bearing 
graft that would make automobile licensing, gasoline taxes 
and other imposts now carried by the motorist seem petty. 
This proposal to introduce compulsory insurance in the Dis- 
trict deserves unflinching opposition by every motor car 
manufacturer, dealer and user.

But now Brazil and Ar- 
ventina are throwing off their coats and digging in to build 
yoads in earnest. As their systems spread the demand for 
motor cars will become more and more insistent. Australia 
is building roads, so is South Africa. 

The motor vehicle manufacturing nation which fails 
to see the signs of the time and to entrench itself in these 
growing export fields is handicapping itself for the future. 
Our export industry is fortunately awake to what may be 
the biggest field of the golden future.

ANSAS CITY, June 4.—That 
farmers and stock men recog- 
nize the economic superiority of 
motor truck transportation for 
livestock within a radius of 200- 
miles, was demonstrated here on 
May 28, when 724 loaded motor 
trucks rolled into the Kansas City 


stockyards. This established a new 
high record for Kansas City, the 
previous high mark being 630 
truck loads. 

In the 724 truck loads received 
here on that day there were 1,174 
head of cattle; 3,099 head of hogs 
and 1,449 head of sheep 

C. M. Pipkin, a prominent stock 
man who uses irucks in transporting 


his cattle, 
declared the

to the stock yards 


was increasing “because it is prov- 
ing practical, convenient and eco- 
nomical for farmers and stockmen 
within a 200-mile radius of the 
stockyards.”’ 

Figures compiled here show that 
in 1927 there were 67,925 truck loads 
of livestock received at the Kansas 
City stock yards These’ trucks 
brought 548,893 head of stock from 
Kansas and Missouri farms and 
ranches to the yards. This was an 
increase of 11,416 truck loads over 
the year previous This year the 
outlook is that all previous marks 
will be smashed. 

[In commenting on the use of 
trucks, -Mr. Pipkin said 


“The convenience in trucking live- 
stock to market lies in the fact that 
farmers can go when they want 
and make up a load or any number 


to 


of loads with the numbers they 
desire. Its economy comes from the 
fact that it is transportation from 


the farm to the market without de- 
lay. and does not require a drive to 
a railroad loading point 

“There is no more important fac- 
tor in advantageous marketing than 
the time element. When the market 
is short of supplies and the demand 
is urgent the producer wants to 
on the job in a hurry. The truck 
meets this requiremgx'. The farmer 
now can ascertain the market needs 
through his radio and then his 
stock to the market in a hurry.” 

Mr. Pipkin predicts that before 
long there will be regular livestock 
trucking routes in all directions 
from Kansas City. This will enable 
a farmer to place one head or a 
truck load of stock on the market 
in quick time

News’ average for sixty represen- 
tative stocks swept from 49.92 to 
51.67 for an increase of 1.75 points, 
thus accounting for the best week- 
ly advance in averages made this 
year. 

While there have been numerous 
instances in the past few months 
when two or three automotive stocks 
ran up in a sensational manner in 
a single week and carried the aver- 
ages with them. it is notable that 
in the past week the net advances 
were confined to ten points or less 
among the leaders. while smaller 
gains were scored al] along the line 
The truck, accessory and passenger 
car groups made substantial gains 
and the rubbers pulled up slightly. 

Just as the moter stoeks had 
about realized the full benefits of 
excellent business and increasing 
production along came the 
Chrysler-Dodge merger and talk 
of other combines, and in rushed 
the public and professional traders 
bent on realizing profits. And 
they have, although in several! in- 
stances there were rebounds from 
the high prices that immediately 
followed the announcements.

In April there was a loss 
of five points. 

The motor equipment section also 
made its biggest jump in March, 
with a gain of 70 points, Auto-Lite's 
upward march having had much to 
do with this. The rubbers have 
suffered all year, March having 
been the only month in which they 
gained, and then the increase was 
but ten points. 


The Outlook 


With more merger talk and gen- 
eral confidence in the air, the out- 
look for the automotive stocks con- 
tinues bright. In spite of this, how- 
ever. it is noted that brokerage 
houses in the past week have taken 
on a more cautious tone. But at 
the same time it. will be recalled that 
there are those who have been urg- 
ing caution and issuing warnings 
since the very beginning of one of 
the greatest bull movements the 
market has ever known.
